Chicago, Marion county, went dry 
Saturday 121. 

Up to date 74 persons have been kill- 
ed since the hunting season opened.

The Southern Railway has completed 
a tunnel through Lookout mountain, 
near Chattanooga, a distance of 3.300 
feet. 

Four of the train crew of the “Can- 
non Ball” express on the Texas and 
Pacific railroad were killed in u head-on 
collision. 

Chairman Shonts has announced that 
foreign contractors are to be barred 
from bidding for the completion of the 
Panama canal. 

Indictments were returned against 
four members of a swell club in In- 
dianapolis, charging them with operat- 
ing a gambling room and selling whis- 
ky. 

T wo officials of the Oakley Convict 
Farm in Mississippi were i^dly wound- 
ed as a result of a desperare effort on 
the part of the Negro convicts to es- 
cape.

Carrie Nation has written a letter to 
Gov. Beckham on the temperance ques- 
tion.

The scheme to increase the salaries 
of members of Congress to $7,500 a 
year was defeated in the House. 

The first social function of the season 
at the White House, annual Cabinet 
dinner, was held Thursday evening.

Among the items in the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill passed by the House was 
one of $250,000 to carry out the Pure 
Food law.

New regulation for poetoffice box 
rents, effective Jan. 1st, 1907. The fol- 
lowing schedule will be used in the 
Stanford (Kistoffice, based upon the kind 
and capacity of boxes : Call boxes. 20 
rents; lock boxes, 35 and 45 cents; draw- 
ers, 75 cent* per quarter. The new law 
requires a notice placed in each box 10 
days before the expiration of quarter, 
and if any holder of a box fails to re- 
new and pay for box by the date of ex- 
piration of the quarter, the box must 
be declared vacant and mail placed in 
the general delivery. 

Mr. F. G. Brady, aged 74 years, a 
mechanical genius of Stanford, died 
Friday, last. He was the inventor of 
the art of sewing and turning shoes 
which revolutionized the shoe manu- 
facturing business, and was also the 
first shoemaker to make misses and 
ladies shoes without a side scam.
